This is in response to the petition filed on February 6, 2006 under 37 C.F.R. 1.181 
requesting the withdrawal of the restriction requirement made in the office action of 
February 23, 2005. The delay in treating this petition is sincerely regretted. In the 
restriction requirement the Primary Examiner required restriction into two groups. 
Group I contained claims 1-9. Group II contained claims 10-17.
